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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


It was a happy conceit of the Rabbis that God IHimself js engaged in 
match-making and the thought is expressed in the current phrase, marriages 
are made in Heaven. Peculiar force is lent to the belief that a higher Power 
rules the earthly destinies of prince and peasant at the moment of universal 
rejoicing on. the formal announcement of the actual fulfilment of the nation’s 
desires in the betrothal of Princess May to the Duke of York. A 
Princess as good and beautiful as if she had stepped out of a fairy-tale, weds 
the only son of the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Prince who is destin d, 


under divine Providence, to rule eventually the greatest Impire on earth. 


The romantic circumstances in which the lady who has inspired the highest 
respect and the sincerest love in two royal brothers, becomes betrothed to the 
Duke of York, lend additional interest to an event which in itself affects with 
sympathetic pleasure every loyal subject of Queen Victoria. The Queen's own 
touching words will be echoed by all of us. The shadows of the night flee 
away at the dawn of a May-day. Weeping may endure for a night, but 
joy cometh in the morning.” | ;

As the Mansion House and the freedom of the City are useful to. the 
body politic‘in supplying means of honouring those whose worth might other- 
wise not be sufficiently recognised, so the Macecabeweans’ Club, in spite of its 
imperfections, deserves well of the community, When it honours sterling worth, 
as in the case of last Sunday's dinner to Mr. Arthur Cohen, Q.C. Scientitic 
lawyers are rare enough. Practical dexterity and political manipulation 
so often take the place of solid acquirements, that it is eminently desirable to 
put on record the German profundity in knowledge of difficult detail, which 
constitutes the peculiar merit of Mr. Arthnr Cohen's legal method. If the 
continental observer was asked to mention the few scientific lawyers in 
England, there is no doubt that Mr. Arthur Cohen would fizure on the list 
with such men as Lord Justice Lindley, Lord Justice Bowen and the great 
Lord Chancellor, Lord Herschell, whose practical success is apt to blind 
us to the remarkable accuracy of his purely judicial accomplishments. 
Another conspicuous merit of Mr. Arthur Cohen's method at the Bar is his 
transparent, and complete fairness. In short he is a lawyer of just that 
type whom, according to our enemies, the Jewish race and religion ought 
not to be able to produce, of whom accordingly we are proud, as we are of 
Mr. J. M. Solomon, the Chairman of the evening, and of the other distin- 
guished men mentioned by him in rendering honour to the chosen guest. 


| Both Mr. Arthur Cohen and. Mr. Willis, Q.C., struck the right notes 
in dwelling upon the value and the importance of preserving in this age and 
country of complete emancipation those traditions which were securely 
maintained in pre-emancipation. times, 
and effect what he called the objections of the * Philistines” to maintain 
Jewish distinctions, And he showed by the illustration of the Seotehman 
that men are not less patriotic or less loyal, or less attached to their political 
parties because they. preserve lively interest. in the legends 
spoke of two distinct 
bonds of race and of religion with which he is united. ©The point that 


seemed to evoke most enthusiasm was the complete independence of Jewish - 


characteristics from those other characteristics which are distinetive of English- 
men. The guest of the evening was undoubtedly a conspicuous illustration of 
this truth, for his speech from beginning to end rang with sentiments at once 
English and Jewish. Mr. Willis, Q.C., emphasised two essential matters 
which deserve to be remembered. Speaking as a member of the Liberal Party, 
he repudiated the notion that the object of his party in according civil rights to 
the Jews was to swell their own ranks. It was.he  athrmed, the intention 
to confer political freedom by which those who were admitted within the pale 
of the Constitution should have their own personal choice as to party alle- 
giance. His other point, was that emancipation would be very restricted in its 
effect if it had been only to liberate or to confer political privileges on the 
most influential Jews. The great ideal which Jie had in his mind was 
to emancipate the lowliest and the humblest member of the race. by giving 
him equal rights with other citizens. Mr, Willis was almost homuletic in his 
tone when he besought the audience to stand fast to the religion of their 
fathers. “ Your religion will carry you through,” said he. Nothing but good 
could come from such an interchange of thought. No one who has Judaism 
at heart will deny that ihe fact of drawing together in fellowship members 
of the same race and religion who are not often in the habit of meeting, 13 
a good thing in itself. The solidarity of the Jewish people after emancipa- 
tion had been effected is a problem which did not, and could not present itself 
so long as Jews were forced to abide together by external circumstances. 
Each successive generation which will be born after the period of the removal 


of Jewish disabilities, will find in the ordinary course of things fewer links 


to bind them to theirown race. Such a movement, therefore, as the Mac- 
cabeans’ is evidently founded at the right moment, | 

It isa pity that the fair and frank spirit in which Lord Rothschild 
placed before the Council of the United Synagogue on Monday, the proposal 
to secure a site in Commercial Street, Spitalfields, for the erection of a new 
synagogue, was not maintained throughout the debate. Towards the end of 
the discussion there was a personal allusion which should have been avoided. 
Mr. Maurice Hart charged Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P. with attending the 
Council meetings with feelings antagonistic to the United Synagogue. But, 
it would have been possible to have retorted that those who take a wider 
view than the interests of any one section, however powerful, may really be 
better serving the community than those who regard salvation to be possible 
only within the limits of the United Synagogue. There is a well grounded 
fear that to erect a large synagogue in the centre of Spitalfields would tend

LecTURE ON THE TatMup.—The Rev. Isidore Myers, B.A., whose popular 
lectures on the Talmud we have frequently noticed, delivered at the Atheneum 
Hall,Tottenham Court Road,on the 27th ult.,the first of two farewell lectures prior 
to his departure for Americs, Mr. Myers rapidly givesa thorough summary of the 


‘Talmud, and in doing so displays extraordinary retentive power, as he discards 


aitogether the use of notes. The lecture, interspersed as it was with many witty 
Talmudical sayings, evoked a lively interest, on the part of the audience, in the 
subject—Mr, F, D, Mocatta, who presided, in moving a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Myers, expressed the great pleasure it afforded him to preside ata lecture con- 
ceived in so broad and elevated a spirit and delivered with so much eloquence. 
The Talmud was a very wonderful compilation and its matter embraced an in- 
limite variety of subjects applicable to every phase and feeling of human life. 
Ihe influence of this remarkable book on the Jews was of a very extraordinary 
nature. At atime when the rest of the world was buried in the so called dark 
ages the Jews devoted themselves to study and research, and by this they 
proved no unimportant factor in preserving the connecting links ot knowledge. 
Large numbers of Jews still studied the Talmud, and it was to this cause, he 
thought, that their remarkable attainments and success in the various professions 
in which they chose toengage was due. Mr. Myers was doing a great deal o 

good in a most unselfish mann>r by tne delivery of his lecturcs in the provinces, 
which appeared t» have had a marked effect in dispelling tne prejudices and he 
might say the ignorance which prevailed respecting the character and teachings 
of Jewish literature. Mr, Mocatta concluded by expressing a hope that Mr. 
Myers would be enabled to contiaue his beneficial labour with the same happy 
and successful results in the United States to which he understood Mr. Myers 
was going,

The following interesting account of what is being done for and by the 
Russian Jews in America, was given in a letter that was recently written by one 
of the leaders of the Jewish community in New York, . } 

In reference to our workings on this side, I desire to say that we continue 
to make good progress in our English Schools for Russian immigrants. We 
have eleven classes during the day, with an average attendance of fifty in a 
class. Most of the pupils come to us direct from ship-board, and therefore do 
not understand a word of English, but in a marvellously short space of time they 
acyuire the language with a rapidity unknown to the American children, As 
evidence of this, we had an exhibition during the Purim Festival, which 
attracted the attention of not only the officials of our Public Schools, but of 
others interested and familiar with such work. All these children enter the 
Public Schools with a full knowledge of the Public School system, which is 
taught by our Normal School graduates. 

‘One of our objects is to Americanize these children, which we do very 
effectually, so far as their ages will permit. They are all so very bright, that 
they learn as much in five months in our Schools as they do in the Public 
Schools in nine months, 

We have Evening Classes for adults, as well as for children who work during 
the day in shops and who have little or no opportunity of acquiring English. 
These also make rapid progress. 

The acquiring of this knowledge enables them frequently to better their 
condition, by reason of understanding better those in charge of the shops where 
they work, while at the same time the tendency is also to Americanize them 
and thus enable them to assimilate with their neighbours. There are eight of 
these Evening Classes, averaging forty ina class. We have one class composed 
exclusively of ‘‘ Lamdonim,” not one of whom, previously to entering this class, 
could speak English. ‘They now translate with great facility from Hebrew into 
English, and beginning at Genesis have nearly reached the end of the Five 
Books of Moses, rendering it into most excellent Mnglish. They also read 
works of Spencer and Emerson, and are familiarising themselves with the laws 


_ot the country, and have written several admirable essays on the Declaration of 


Independence and the Constitution of the United States. As these menare all 


teachers and have heretofore taught only in “Jargon,” you will see what a 


great change it is for the better in the ability they have acquired of now 
teaching their pupils to translate from Hebrew into good English, which is 
again Americanizing this class of people. 

We have Day and Evening Classes in our Trade School, where Russian 
lads and men are taught carpeutry, carving, Joining, hand and scroll sawing, 
plumbing in all its branches, sign, house and fresco painting, artistic metal 
working, turning in wood and metal, and the preliminary work to become 
machinists ; also mechanical drawing. Iu these Classes we have 15) pupils, who 
are relegated in shops after four months’ tuition, where they are enabled in 
most cases to earn a fair livelihood, thus making about 450 * helpers” in 
mechanicism during acurrent year. ‘The Evening Classes are made up largely 
of cigar-makers, tailors, paper-box makers, and those who have hitherto been 
engaged in sedentary callings which have not agreed with their health and 
alforded them scarcely a living, Added to these are a number who have 
hitherto been peddicrs and whose ambition now 1s to havea more respectable 
vocation, | 

Our baths are flourishing to a degree which makes the average Russian 


almost a surprise to himself, We have a system of “rain baths,’ which cleanse 


the person completely, without the usual danger of contagion from the use of a 


bath-tub. We have a beautifully-constructed building for the use of men, 
women and children. ‘There is a nice waiting-room, and a separate cabin for 
each person, with a partition between the dressing-room and the bath-room, 
where all the accommodations requisite are of the best. A brush, towel and 
soap are provided for each person, and the bather can make the hot or cold 


water to such a degree of temperature as will suit him, A mirror, comb and. 


{lesh-brush are in each dressing-room, For the use of these a charge of 2!d. is 
made for adults and 13d. forchildren. About 2,000 persons a week take advantage 
of these baths during this time of the year, and fully double that number during 
the warmer season, and I am pleased to add that this lesson in cleanliness is now 
becoming highly appreciated by these people. | 

We continue to find employment and otherwise ass'st tbose who are in 
need, and to use our best endeavours to deplete the congested centres of the 
Jewish population in this and other large cities. Since the ‘Cholera scare,’’ 
and until within a few weeks immigration had almost ceased, because of the 
restrictive regulations made by the Secretary of the ‘Treasury upon the owners 
of vessels, but now immigzation has again set forward, with a prospect of its 
continuance, unless we are again threatened with a Cholera scourge. We trans- 
port many of the newly-arrived to distant sections of the country, where they 
are likely to do well, or where employment has been found for them in advance ; 
and wherever we can control their acts, by our “ assistance,” and where they 
have money of their own, we endeavour to persuade them not to establish them- 
selves in cities. | | 

We are also quietly examining the houses where they “ most do congregate,” 
and with advice endeavour to induce them to keep their houses in better 
sanitary condition, Where that advice is not carried out, we report them to the 
Health authorities for summary action. In doing so at this time, we are guided 
by the apprehension that Cholera may visit us during the present season, and if 
so the mortality in Jewish sections would be greatly increased by reason of its 
unsanitary condition, so you will perceive that the grass is not positively growing 
under our feet, |

Miss Pauline Liwenstark, who is well known to a large circle in 
the North of London as a very competent teacher of music, gave an evening 
concert on Wednesday at St. James’s Hall.

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTICN IN BOARD SCHOOLS. 
(:0;) 

The following letter from Sir Philip Magnus and Mr. Claude G. Montefiore 
was published in 7ie Zones of Wednesday :— 


Sir.-—As special reference is made to the Jewish community in the memorial 
on the above subject to be presented to the School Board on Thursday, May 11 
we shall be glad if you will allow us, as former members of the School Board. to 
say a few words on the question in its relation to that community. Although 
not wishing to imply that we were in favour of Mr. Riley's proposals, we separ- 
ately decided, without any previous consultation, uot to sign the memorial of 
Dr. Martineau, because we felt that the children of our community were fully 
protected by the operation of the conscience clause from any religious teaching 
not approved by their parents; and because it seemed to us that the kind of 
religious teaching to be given in schools in which the vast majority of the child- 
ren are Christians was a matter to be determined by Christiaus and not by Jews, 
We regret, therefore, that it should be supposed that the Jewish community, as 
a community, has expressed any opinion on the proposed alterations. ‘ 
Whilst we cannot concur in the statement contained in the memorial published 
in your issue of April 28, to the effect that the London School Board provides 
out of the rates “denominational” schools in which the Jewish faith is taught 
by Jewish teachers, we are very sensible of the advantages of the special 
arrangements which have been made for the education of Jewish ehildren in 
some Board Schools in the East End of London. Although religious instruction 
adapted to Jewish children is given in these schools, they ditfer very materially 
from “denominational ” schools, such as the Jews’ Free School and Infant 
Schools, the Stepney, Bayswater, Borough, and Westminster Schools, which are 
supported, as are all other “ denominational” schools, by the voluntary subserip- 
tions of the community, supplemented by Government grants. Nevertheless, it 
is true that the School Board for London, without increasing in any way the 
charge upon the rates, has shown great consideration in making special arrange- 
ments as to holidays and other matters, in schools attended almost exclusively 
by Jewish children, for which it seems to us that the Jewish community, asa 
whole, has reason to be grateful. Without these arrangements, Jewish children 


would have been unable to avail themselves of Board School! education, towards | 


the cost of which the Jewish community contributes its die share: and we are 
pleased to know that these special arrangements have been regarded by the 
members of all boards as an act of justice to a scetion of rate-paying citizens, 
and not asa special favour, which would not, under similar conditions, be shown 
to any other community. 


On the general question at issue raised by Dr Martine memor: Aas on 
other social and political questions, Jewish opinion is divided. But we shonvtd 
be serry if the action of any one or more individual members of the community 
should be supposed to commit the Jews, as a body, to the expression of an 
Opinion ona matter which more directly concerns Christians than. themselves. 
As advocates of religious teaching, some Jews miy doubt the wisdom. of dis- 


turbing the compromise elfected in I871, and they muy sce reason to tear that 
the alterations now proposed might lead to theabandoument, which many would 
regret, of all religious instruction in Board schools, | 

Our own experience has satisiied us that much sound moral and, indeed, 
practical religious teaching has been given .under the existing School Board 
regulations. We desire, however, to state that we have no reason to believe 
that the Jews, as a community, are opposed to the more dogmatic teaching 
which, it is suggested, should be given to Christian children, and we know niin 
enlightened members of the community who are in full sy ripathy witha the obyp ets 
of Mr, Riley's proposals,

DISUSED PROVINCIAL JEWISH CEMETERIES, 

Sin,—Having noticed in your last week's issue a report of the Law, Parlhia- 
mentary and General Purposes Committee of the Board of Deputies in which 
the Seeretary has tabulated amongst * disused and neglected cemeteries which it 
is nobody's to look after’ the cemeteries connected with the Chelten- 
ham Congregation and the town of Gloucester, | think it only right to say 
that the statement is absolutely wrong, as the Cheltenham Cemetery has always 
been kept inthoroughly good orderand condition, and visitors invariably remark 
how well the place is kept. Moreover the Congregation have within the last three 
months spent considerably more than {100 in enlarging the ground and repairing 
the walls and mortuary. 

What we regret is that those famthes who have removed from Cheltenham 
and left relatives buried here contribute nothing towards the expense of tending 
the graves, &e.; and had it not been for the great assistance of the £10) legacy 
from the Levin fund, we could not have enlarged and repaired it as we 
have done, 

With regard to the Gloucester Cemetery, 1t is true that we no longer bury 
there, but there is a small legacy left in the hands of Trustees to keep the place 
inorder, “Ehis sum is suliicient for the purpose and the ground is kept in very

DINNER TO MR. ARTHUR COHEN, Q@.C. 


_ A House Dinner of the Maccabeans was held on Sunday evening last at the 
St, James’s Hall Restaurant. Mr. Arruvr Conen, Q.C., was the guest of the 
evening; Mr. J. M. Solomon presided, and amongst those present were a large 
number of ‘the legal profession ; the visitors, including Mr. W. Willis, Q.C., 
Mr. Widdrington Byrne, Q.C., M.P., Mr, R. Drummond Hay, Mr. Harold Russell, 
Mr, Arthur Benham, Mr, B. A, Cohen, and the Rev. J. Polack, of Clifton. | 

The CHAIRMAN, In proposing the Health of the Guest of the Evening, said he 
was pleased to see that so many of the legal members and distinguished visitors 
had assembled to welcome Mr, Cohen—the leading representative of the Jewish 
community at the Bar. it was only sixty years since a Jew was allowed to 
become a member of the Bar; Mr, Francis Goldsmid—afterwards Sir Francis 
—having been the first. It was pleasing to notice that during that very short 
period the Jews had become a potent factor in the administration of the law of 
England.— (Applause). Of the few members who shortly afterwards were called 
to the Bar he mentioned the names of Sir John Simon, Mr. Jacob Waley, a man of 
profound and varied learning, and sound judgment, who employed in conveyanc- 
ing a graceful literary style which he had never seen equalled. Next came Sir 
Greorge Jessel ; it had been his privilege on many occasions to be his junior, 
and he could say that nobody could have had intercourse with him without being 
struck by his marvellous judgment, his power of tearing away the technicalities 
and getting to the root of things. Then he came to another, aman whom they 
could claim by race—Mr, Judah Benjamin, who had truly forensic genius, not 
easily forgotten, ‘These men were succeeded or rather partly succeeded by Mr. 
Arthur Cohen.—(Loud applause). It would be presumption in him to refer to 
his career, to mention how after a distinguished career in his university he had 
been selected as their Counsel, how he had been distinguished by the Government, 
and been appointed Counsel inat least two important matters ; how he oceupied 
a judicial position as Judge of the Cinque Ports. To these things he could not 
refer, but what he could say, and that on behalf of the whole Jewish community, 


was that they could not wish to have a more worthy representative than Mr, 
~Arthur Cohen.—-(Cheers), 


Mr. Akruur whose rising occasioned a burst of enthusiastic 
cheering, said: It is, I think, about five years since I have made a speech at anv 
public meeting, political or social, and although I have been often admonished 
that 1t was time for me no longer to confine myself to the narrow circle of my 
family and friends, I have not yet found an opportunity of following that 
advice, But when I received an invitation to be here this evening as your 
guest, it struck me that this invitation might offer me a good occasion for, as it 
were, “breaking the ice.’—(Cheers). I felt that I shonld not be among 
strangers.—(Hear, hear), I was sure that you would be indulgent to me and be 
content with a short speech from one whose public speaking during the last 
four or five years has been coniined to intricate points of law. I was sure you 
would excuse a short and teeble speech, and, perhaps, you would allow me 
to be enrolled as a member of “The Maccabeans.’—CLoud applause). T 
would fain hope that the Maccabein spirit which I shall here imbibe, will: 
allow me to regain any power of public speaking Lever had. I have said that I 
do not feel amongst strangers on the present occasion, for the members of 
this Society are men of my own race and religion. We belong, I say it without 
fear in the presence of more than one Christian friend, to a famous and 
ancient race scattered over the whole face of the world—to be found in all 
quarters of the globe. An ancient race, yes, and one that has suffered great 
persecution, a race which the whole world at diverse times has done its best and 
its worst to degrade and persecute—and degradation is often worse than 
persecution—a race which, though often forced to bend and to stoop, has 
always ultimately regained its upright figure and stature. A man who belongs 
to that race must indeed be of sluggish temper and dull of intellect who is not 
proud to own allegiance to a faith at once so ancient and so young.—(Cheers.) 
One object of this Society is to foster by mutual intercourse all that is best 
amongst the Jews, and especially to keep up that pure Jewish ideal which in 
times of suffering, oppression and persecution, upheld, elevated, and kept pure 
the Jewish mind and heart. I hope this Society has the Maccabiean courage to 
strive that the noble Jewish ideal may not be lowered or lost in this somewhat 
materialistic age in the struggle and competition for wealth and advancement ; 
and let me tell my Christian friends here that there is one clause in the 
constitution of this Society which provides that there shall not be more than a 
moderate proportion of those engaged in commerce.—(Hear, hear.) The 
members of all professions, of every shade of thought and opinion, 
distinguished in Art, Science, Philosophy, and Religion are to be found here. 
We also wish to cultivate what is peculiar in the Jews. There is and 
ought to be a great deal that is Jewish amongst the Jews. We have 
@ peculiar kind of literature and a number of stories and fancies 
handed down from generations, which “outsiders ’’ cannot easily understand. 
And that is so with every profession, There are stories and 
witticisms our own legal profession which strangers cannot 
enjoy or appreciate. Mr, Cohen proceeded to illustrate his remarks by quoting 
several incidents and stories affording much amusement to all present. Con- 
tinuing, he said: This society is partly instituted for the purpose of members 
being able to'talk over in friendly converse all that is interesting to Jews in con- 
nection with their religion, science, art or profession. The artist will speak to 
you about pictures and sculpture, the talented musician will converse with you 


about music, You will find the learned Talmudist and the Orthodox minister of. 


religion explaining to some rather sceptical individual the history and origin of 
some of those ceremonies which without that explanation seem meaningless. At 
“ The Maccabeans” one can talk without constraint of all that is interesting to 
Jews, and on many of those social problems which are connected with their 
faith, history or social condition. I know, of course, that what IT say is open to 
some amount of misconception or misconstruction. Some will say, why should 
the Jew preserve those peculiarities of thought and sentiment of character ? By 
is being accorded all the advantages that his fellow-citizens enjoy, why should 
he not diseard all that is peculiar to himself? And then you may hear the 
Philistine say, “ Why give the Jew honours, he never will bean Engtishman, but 
Will always remain a Cosmopolitan.” I wish to give an answer to that 
Without fear or hesitation, As regards politics, we are as Knglish 
ind as patriotic as any Englishman. I do. not know whether 
my Radical friend, Mr. Willis, will be glad to hear it. Some admire Mr. 
Gladstone and cherish the memory of Charles James F’'ox.—(Cheers), Others 
admire Lord Salisbury and Lord Randolph Churchill, and revere the memory 
of Lord Castlereagh’ and Mr, Pitt—(Cheers and counter cheers). We 
are some. of us Liberal Unionists of the most pronousced type, aud some 
Hadicals ; others, Home Rulers, like myself. I say, and this is my point, that we 
are as political as English Christians. We do not belovg to a single pirty ; we 
teelon polities exactly as our Christian fellow-subjects of the Queen, But that 
is ho earthly reason why we should not cherish what is peculiar to our- 
‘elves as Jews, Is the Scotchman !ess loyal to the British Empire because he 
is true tothe traditions and customs, and sometimes even to the costume of 
NS country ? Is the Irishman less loyal because he clings to his own uationairy 
and loves his oven land The ean eanse 1b bas many rivers of 
4G His own land ? ‘The country is not less rich because tba ; 
ciiferent depths, nor the garden less baautifal because all the flowers are not of the 
“ame colour, I therefore say, what I have stated to be, and believe tobe, that tle 


object of the Maccabeans is not inconsistent with our unswerving loyalty and 
our unexcelled patriotism and sympathy with the English people.—(Loud 
Cheers), Iam very thankful indeed that I have been allowed to be the guest 
this evening, for I have come to the conclusion that this society will do right 
good to the English Jews. And now only one word about myself, Ithank Mr. 
Solomon for the kind way in which he has referredto me, If anything which 
I have done has at all afforded gratification to the Jewish community, I am 
extremely pleased, I think I may confidently siy, from the many friendships 
I maintain I have not offended my Christian friends. I thank you for the 
honour you have done me. I hope to meet you frequently. (Loud Cheers). 

 Proressor MELpoua, in proposing the toast of “The Bar,’ said he was 
holding a full brief on behalf of the Executive to state how cordially they 
greeted the distinguished members of the Bar who had honoured them witt 
their presence.

PRINCE BISMARCK AND ANTI-SEMITISM, 


BERLIN, Aprit, 28. 
The anti-Semites have so often claimed Prince Bismarck as one of the 
sponsors of anti-Semitism that it is satisfactory to have from the old Chancellor’ 
lips a condemnation at least of the phase upon which the movement has at 
present entered. Prince Bismarck has explained to an interviewer that he was bh 
birth and education no friend of the Jews, and in 1547 opposed their emancipa- 
tion. He supported it in 1860 hecause he had found in Herr von Bleichroeder 
a more intelligent and fruitful appreciation of his national plans than In many of 
his Aryan opponents. Anti-Semitism arose out of the great financial crisis which 
ruined so many people, the sufferers identifying the Jews with the unprincipled 
capitalists who had swindled them. | rows 
Prince Bismarck does not apparently deny that in 183) he countenanced the 
inception of the anti-Semitic movement, but oaly as the lesser of two evils. “The 
anti-Semitic movement In 1880 was a safety valve for reducing the pressure of 
the popular movement against capitalism da general. It detlected. it from 
Qcialist channels.” But even at that time, and although the majority in Parlia- 
ment was hostile to the Jews, the old Chancellor was too much of a statesman 
to seck to impose disabilities upon them. The Ahlwardt era, in his Opinion, isa 
result of the general stagnation under the present rgime,,which drives super- 


abundant energies to seek an outlet in anti-Semitic sport. He would have known 


how to dispose of an Alilwardt without tribunals or committees. All the howling 
against the Jews Is only a cowardly attempt to drown the cries of the nation’s 
distress. No legal remedies are wanted against the Jows ; the fusion of races 
will ultimately solve the problem. ‘The persistency with which first the Jews 
and then the anti-Semites are denounced as the most dangerous enemies of the 
Empire, while the sense of responsibility 1s lacking in the most important 
quarters, and Freetraders, Clericals, Poles, and Social Democrats are allowed to 
thrive and wax fat, sounds like the story of the travellers who, whilst they were 
killing mosquitoes, were surrounded by ravening wild beasts.” . | 
Meanwhile Ahlwardt continues the hero of the day. The Parliamentary 
Committee has again been engaged to-day in exposing the worthlessness or spur- 
jousness of his “documents,” but that will not prevent thousands froim crowding 
to-night, as they did on Wednesday, to hear andl applaud at public meetings his 
stereotyped repetition of empty charges and insolent self-praise, Which Ly he 
summed up ina sentence, © The Goverament, the Ministers, the Imperial Diet, 
the Conservatives, who helped me to my saat, the Radicals, who opposed me, are 
all liars, thieves,and Jews to aman. L alone am a patriot ; I, Ahlwardt, am the 


German Aristides.” 


Nor does the fate of Aristides appear unlikely to overtake him. = The North 
German Gazette hints pretty plunty that the time has almost arrived to revive a 
disciplinary Bill brought forward in 1379, which would have enabled the Luperial 
Diet to ostracize meinbers of the Ahlwardt type. 


GUARAGTERISTICS OF AHLWARDT.

Ahlwardt is the true prototype of the Anti-Senmitic Agttation in Germany. As 
despicable and false as the ivitation 1s, 80 15 its representative, and now everyone 
recognises how contemptible and how dangerous for the public welfare sucl 
dealings are. Of all the lies and colummies, which Ahlwardt spread, and which 


he proposed to verify, not a single statement has been proved true. The slanderer ~ 


is now the accused, and not only has he been condemned, but all the members 
of Parliament have feelings of a moral and physical disgust for Ahlwardt, and 
this disgust will bo felt also against the Anti-Semitic Agitation, and will certainly 
not be devoid of influence. 

The Jew baiting will be still continued, but everyone knows now how wretched 
those agitations are, and who is responsible for their machinations. Ahlwardt 
can best be depicted in all his hypocrisy by the following letters published 
lately :—In a letter dated January 2oth, 1885, Ablwardt wrote to Inspector 
Crohn—" I have always condemned the anti-Semitic agitation from the very out- 
set, because it is an utter absurdity to praise or to blame people on account of 
their faith. We can none of us choose our own religion, that is to say not any 
special form, because it is inculcated by our parents in our earliest childhood. 
Evea if later onin life we deviate in our views from those of our parents, 1118 
our duty to keep the form, which made them happy. I therefore condemn attack- 
ing people on account of their confession.” 

Ahlwardt contmucs in this letter, “Those. who call me an anti-Semite do 
so either out of ignorance, or with the intention of calumniating me. My best 
friends are Jews. I give you my word of honour, that I will combat every 
relizious intolerance until my dying hour.” | 

Hlow Ahlwardt has kept his “ word of honour ” is well. known, he asserts 
now daily at public meetings, that he will not rest, until every Jew has shaken 
the dust of Germany off his feet, and quitted its shores for ever. It seeims that 
Alilwardt always leant towards those who would Jend him money, for he was 10 
constant pecuniary difficulties. If Crohn proferred help, Ahlwardt pledged his 
word to contend against anti-Semitism. When assistance ceased from this quarter, 
he applied to the Social-Democrats, and offered himself to that party, should the 
social-Democratic M.P. Singer be willing to lend him money. As Singer refused, 
Ahlwardt became an anti-Semite, and now endeavours to earn money by bis 
slanderous brochures, and speeches at public mectings. | 

Perhaps the most characteristic of Ahlwardt and his slanders, which savour 
nearly of madness, is the fact, that in. 1881 he petitioned tue School Board t 
pension lia... Le wrote himself that.an inflamimation.o£.a polypus.in_ his nose, 
which could not be removed, made it impossible for him, “ to think clearly. 
That is perhaps the reason, why Ahlwardt makes suggestions, which are only @ 
tissue of falsehoods and caluminies, and the fate which has overtaken him for "5 
agitation against the Jews is well deserved. Every cultured member of society 
pronounces now on him the verdict of Guizot. “ Heap up the measure of you! 
calumnies, you will never attain the measure of our contempt.”

THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 


In spite of the usual hackneyed cry that the exhibition of this year does not 
cqual its predecessors, there is little doubt thatin the Academy of 1893 there is 
much interesting and meritorious work. 
Sir Frederick Leighton’s most important contribution, is a picture of Rizpah, one 
of the Biblical heroines whose claim to immortality rests on her devoted watch by 
her dead sons. Rizpah, a weird sombre figure with a fierce light in her eyes, keeps 
her dreary vigil. 
with which she bids defiance to the slinking panther and the crue! birds of prey 
that hover lingeringly around the lifeless bodies ; with sackcloth the corpses are 
covered, as far as possible, and one is guarded by Rizpab herself who takes her 
stand before that loved body. The grey pallor of death which Sir Frederick 
Leighton has produced so wonderfully in this picture, and ‘The Sea gave up its 
Dead” of last year, is seen on the flesh of the dead men, whilst Rizpah’s sombre 
black draperies accentuate the tragic gloom of the picture. This remarkable 
work has already formed the theme of a lecture by the Chief Rabbi, recently 
given in the Bayswater Synagogue. 

To Mr. Solomon J. Solomon, as usual, fall the principal honours among co- 
religionists ; indeed he is the only Jewish artist who exhibits any work of great 
jmportance, though there are several minor canvases of fair merit of which we 


shall speak later. The two portraits of Mr. Williani James. Arinitage (857) and - 


Mrs. Armitage (075) are exceedingly strong in treatment and possess all the 
qualities essential to successful portraiture, but the main interest centres in his 
large work ‘* Your Health,” which bids fair to be regarded as one of the pictures of 
1893. The scene is.a gay dinner party, the snowy napery, and gleaming silvor 
shown up to the soft light of a rose coloured lamp and candles ; the lamp light 
also plays on the forms of the smartly dressed Jadies who are pledging the health 
-of the honoured host. Is it in defiance of conventional superstition that Mr. 
Solomon has arranged just thirteen guests at the table, or is it possible that the 
suare shade of the lamp conceals a fourteenth visitor ? The servants move about 
noiselessly refilling the glasses, and all faces are turned towards the host, Dr. 
Ernest Hart; who in the picture is seen from the back, but the profile and the 
characteristic head render recognition of the gifted medicalauthority an easy task. It 
ix not difficult either to fitnamesto the other faces gathered round the festive board. 
Mr. Jerome K. Jerome surveys the scene through his glasses as he stands in the 
rear, from beneath the lamp Mrs. J. Solomon, mother of the artist, directs a 
smiling glance at the host, Mr. Arthur Hacker, the artist, is not far from Signor 
Tosti ; Sir Benjamin Baker, Mr. Forbes Robertson, whose clear cut features come 
out particularly well, Mrs. Arthur Raphael, Prince Troubetzkoy and his gifted 
fiancée, Miss Ethel Wright, and others serve to complete the group, and it is 
curious to contrast the different expressions where each is offering the same form 
of congratulation, “ Your Health.” 

Mr. Isaac Snowman, a young artist, to whose future work we shall lool with 
interest, has his ‘* Tales of a Grandfather ” well hung in the third eallere, the 
title is sufficiently apt for the little saaiden who nestles lovingly in the old man’s 
arms, her dolihangs limp, half forg stten whilst the child listens to the tale therugeed 
son of toil reads ont to her: there is a homely atr of comfort in the two 
thus enjoying their brief leisure befo'e the cheerful fire. Inthe same gallers 
hangs Mr. Herbert A. Horwitz’s taking picture of Mr. Gustave Tuck’s three 
little daughters, Zitlah, Dorothy and Marjorie. In the centre stands the biggest 
child, in a yellow frock which shows up her dark hiir and roguish eyes. She has 
an arm round the tiny mite in white on her right, the third litde one is kneeling 


carelessly on an armchair, and the group has a natural spontaneous air about it, 


free from any disagreeable posing effect. ‘Patience, a study near Lisbon,’ 
by Mr. Alfred Elias, is unambitions but pleasant in treatment. In the foreground 
isa placid little donkey heavily laden, patiently waiting the word of com- 
mand from his master who wiles away his time in a pleasant chat with a dark 
eyed maiden. “A Haytield ” is a small canvas from the brush of Miss Annette 
Khas, whilst somewhat larger and bolder is“ A) Poppy Field.’ in which the gay 
flowers flaunt their scarlet beads. In the same room hangs Miss Annie Marks's 
“Sweet Seventeen,” the side face ef a young girl whose dark hair waves loosely, 
and who seems as ifshe had scarce reached the stage ‘where the brook and 
river meet.” | 

From Mr. Alfred Phillips comes a good illustration of the proverb, ‘‘ Oppor- 
tunity makes the thief,” a servant girl has fallen asleep before the kitchen table 
and during her brief siesta a cat is making free with the viands on the table. 

The portrait of a lady in the second gallery by Mr. Frederic Yates can be 
easily recognised as that of a coreligionist, the keen dark eyes gazing alertly 
through pince nez and the characteristic face are unmistakable. Miss Mary 1. 
Waller has been successful with her half length portrait of Mrs. Woolf in a loose 
White gown, and with a feather boa which effectively shews up the flesh tints. 
Mr. Joseph Mordecai eends a portrait of two little children, * Hildegard and 
Eberhard Baetz,’ a boy and girl hand in hand, the girl in a white and yellow 
frock. Mr. Michael Conolly's portrait of Mr. John Lyons shews that gentleman 
In profile. 

An ambitions work by Miss Emma Magnus, of Manchester, is the Oriental 
heroine of an Eastern romance, a dusky maiden in gorgeous robes whose eyes 
Were moist with tears for love of Bahram. Ruh Olz4, the love-sick girl, is 
seated ia sumptuous state and her rich raiment is well-cxecuted. Clever Miss 
Lthel Wright, whose portrait of Mrs. Arthur Raphael last year was a conspicuous 
success, has been felicitous in her treatment of “ Milly. daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
D.C. Defries.” There is a careless air of vigour in the bright young girl who 
stands in an easy position of grace. | 

In the water-colour room Miss Ellen G. Cohen contributes two heads, one of 
Louise Kinsella, a woman with soft golden hair and dreamy Lue cyes and 
Whose face has figured on another of Miss Cohen’s canvases exhibited clsewhere. 
The second is styled ‘A Brown Study in Blue,” the head of a pretty young girl 
plunged in meditation, whilst her spotted blouse gives rise to the secondary title 
of the work.

THE NEW GALLERY. 


There is comparatively little Jewish work in the present Exhibition at the 
New Gallery, and taken as a whole, with the exception of some half-dozen 
particularly tine works, the present show is not quite up to the usual level.

Academy, sends a taking little canvas, of which the details are well worked out ;

Mirst Came,” the toddling child, in whom we may imagine the instinct of 
cruelty already prevails, holds up a frog in his baby lands to be devoured by a 
stork, the infant Abel lies on the sand beside his mother Eve, and on her face is 
the look of sorrow and suffering, brought by the earlier sin of the first mother,’ 
who sces the prophecies of the Garden’of Eden already fulfilling themselves. 
too, who stands near, wears a look of the deepest dejection. on his swarthy. 
ccupntenance. Mr. Alfred has accurately convey ed thie Impression of 
Storipy Day, on the Banks of the Ove.” Overhead are the grey lowering skies with 
diiftipy clouds, the reeds af tempest tossed to and fro, and the dull water has 
never a gleam on it. The steaming horses drag the barge drearily along, treading 
through the moist mud of the towing path. Miss Marion Alexander sends a 
clever little sketch, * Waiting.’ A young girl in purple and black, with a dull 
goid screen, sits in an important expectant attitude. Mr. E. Salomons, of Man- 
chester, sends a couple of canvases neat in detail bat not particularly striking in 
treatment. The one is Bayeux, and the other the ruins of “ Tintern Abbey.’ 
To the Sculpture Section, Mr. Ernest Sichel, of Bradford, sends “ The Perfume 
Cup.” 

As usual there are several excellent portraits which bear witness to the fact that 
Jews are patrons of art. That cleverartist, Mr. Fernand Kelinopff, contributes a 
first-rate picture of “ Henry Lambert de Rothschild” a handsome little boy in a 
sailor suit, with long fair curls, standing by a chair, with a dull grey screen for 
background. Mr. John S. Sargent, whose portraits are always admirable, has 
been singularly successful in his presentment of Mrs, George Lewis. The lady 
wears arich black: gown with touches of yellow, and the figure stands out against 
a sombre background. Of much interest are Mr. Alfred Hartley's portraits of 
Harry and Neil, sons of Lord Rosebery, two tine sturdy little lads wearing grey 
and black Highland dress. Number 214, a portrait by Mrs. Normand, is remark- 
ably well executed, and it would not be difficult to apply the name of the 
coreligionist whose picture itis. Mr. Shirley Fox sends a picture of Mrs. George 
Henschel, who looks very charming in a quaint high waisted gown of yellow 
brocade. Miss Georgina Sington has been very happily portrayed by Miss 
Georgina E. Bullev. Mr: Solomon and one or two other Jewish artists are not 
represented in the New Gallery.

GERMAN FOES -AND- HUNGARIAN FRIENDS. 


Events on the Spree and the Danube during the past week have been full 
of interest for all friends of Religious Liberty. In Germany, the newest 
inanifestations of anti-Semitism have received a blow which would prove 
crushing if vulgar prejudices were only amenable to intelligible laws. In 
Hungary the first formal and practical steps have been taken for the comple- 
tion of the emancipation of the local Jewish community, so long, so strangely, 
so anachronistically delayed. The discomfiture of the AuLpwarptr Judwo- 
phobes in Berlin is complete. There will no doubt still be infatuated crowds 
who willhiceup Vivat Germania! Pereant Judi! in the beer saloons where 
the shameless deputy for Friedeberg-Arnswalde 1s yet permitted to raise 
his voice ; but to every thinking man the anti-Semitic movement is now a 
lost cause, 
perceptible or reputable section of the population henceforth permits itself to 
be gulled by demmagogues of the AnLWarpt type. The fierce light which has 
beaten on the anti-Semitic leader during the last few weeks has disclosed in 
him a depth of pettifogging turpitude perhaps never before reached in a mem 
ber of the German Parliament. To further his agitation against the Jews he 
not only levelled charges of the most odions description at German Ministers 
and politicians, but he attempted to bolster them up with documents which 
were shown to be forged. The Reichstag has declared his accusations to be 
baseless, and only his timely withdrawal of the one letter, out of his “tons” 
of promised evidence, on which he chiefly relied, has prevented lis colleagues 
from characterising his conduct as it deserves. Still more staggering to his 
supporters, however, must be the revelations of the newspapers during the past 
week with regard to his earlier career, The /reis/nnige Zeitung has published 
a correspondence of uncontested authenticity, from which it appears. that in 
1885 Antwarpt was beholden to Jewish friends for considerable monetary 
assistance. In the course of this correspondence he endeavoured to serve his 
ends by abusing and denouncing the anti-Semites on a wholesale scale, and 
by offering unsolicited assurances on his “ word of honour” that his attach- 
ment to the cause of religious liberty would only end with his life. Another 
curious disclosure is that as late as 1890 this stern and incorruptible foe of 
the Jewish plutocracy was a sordid creature of the notorious Mancue, who 
Was sentenced to nine months’ imprisonment for a scandalous traffic in decora- 
tions. Of such are the makers of anti-Semitism ! When men of this descrip- 
tion take to public life, they fashion hateful propagandas in their own moral 
image. There are no doubt a great many well-meaning but feeble-minded 


persons among the anti-Semites, but the mainsprings of the movement are 2

almost all persons whose moral balance is hopelessly disturbed. 
AnLwarpt’s disgrace has already produced very perceptible. resulta, 
It is many years since so complete and emphatic a unanimity has prevailed 
in the Reichstag as was evoked by the condemnation of the methods of the 
member for Friedeberg-Arnswalde. Socialists and Conservatives, Clerieals 
and National Liberals joined hands for the first time in twenty years to 
reprobate both Awtwarpt and the cause he represents. Politicians who 
have, hitherto, played a waiting game with regard to anti-Semitism have 
been obliged to declare themselves, and all have hurried to shake publicly 
from their skirts the taint of a foul association. Even Storcker has 
renounced his colleague and has explained that he is really not an anti 
Semite in the general sense, but is only a foe of bad Jews in the same way 
that he condemns bad Christians. It is true that the Conservatives as a 
party have not recanted their rash adoption of the Judwophobe platform, but 
this is chiefly because they are bewildered by the collapse of their finely- 
spun calculations, One of their number, at least, has spoken out with 
characteristic bluntness. Prince Bismarck has never been a friend of the 
Jews and more than onee has given his countenance to their enemies. But. 
as he himself once explained, party exigencies have always been uppermost 
in his mind and if at times he preserved a benevolent neutrality towards the 
anti-Semites, 
Jews but because he thought that they might be used as a sort of lightning 
conductor for the anti-Caste and anti-Capital propaganda of the Socialists. 


it was not because he harboured any special dislike for the 


The stupid strategy of the Conservatives which has now identified them with 
a disgraced cause has consequently disgusted him. In an interview with 
Herr Maximitian Harney, he has reflected severely on the. present 
state of things, pointing out the vanity of all hopes of reviving Jewish dis- 
abilities, and the wickedness of wasting time and energy over unproduetive 
controversies when the business of the Empire is at a deadlock, and the 
Social Democrat is daily gaining strength. In these utterances the ex- 
Chancellor is no doubt still actuated by the spirit of cold expedieney which has 
guided him so frequently during his long career, but this is none the less 
gratifying to the Jews, since it affords a fresh measure of the completeness of 
the discomfiture which the anti-Semites have brought upon themselves, 

It is an interesting and highly suggestive coincidence that the same

Mr. Claude G. Montefiore made some happy remarks last week at the 
Jewish Working Men's Club on the immense importance of athletics in = 
education of modern Jews. .I say “modern” Jews, because the old Jews gute 
already a very athletic people. Ina recent lecture I cited two witnesses to re 
effect, neither of them Jews. The first was Tacitus, who says (Hist. v. 6) that 
the “ bodies of the Jews are healthy, and hardy to bear burdens. This is a great 
admission fromso hostile asource, for otherwise Tacitus invariably sneersat sth 
thing Jewish. My other witness was Jerome, who in the fourth century bogs 
several towns in Syria, and saw “large, heavy stones which Jewish boys and 
wouths handled and held aloft in the air to train their muscular strength 
(St. Jerome on Zechariah xii, 4). Thus the modern Jewish love for athletics, 
for cricket and beating, is not a case of imitation, Itis a revival of older 
habits rather than the adoption of new ones, Cricket and boating replace the 
archerv and slinging which were popular even in Biblical times among the 
amusements of Jewish youths,

Dr. S. Baer, the greatest of living Massorites, has recently added the Book 
of Samuel to his hafidy edition of the Hebrew text of the Bible (Liber Samuelig, 
B. Tauchnitz, Leipzig 1892). There are now only wanting the Books of Kings 
and the Pentateuch (excepting Genesis which was pubiished as the very first of 
the series) to complete the whole. This new volume is the second which Dr, 
Baer has compiled without the collaboration of the late Franz Delitzsch who 
wrote the prefaces to all the previous parts, and to whose memory Dr, Baer 
again dedicates some remarks, 

A mere casual glance at Buer’s edition, hay even a frequent and constant 
use of it, will not easily disclose its full and unique merits, based as they are on 
minute scholarship and incessant and toilful labour. To find the correct 
traditional text, Dr. Bacr in the first place uses the Massora. The MSS. of the 
Old Testament differ very considerably both as to the letters pene and difictirum 
(YAN) and as to the wetiey, and Dr. Baer uses his vast knowledge of the 
Massora to decide as to the right form, Next he collates the best MSS. to see 
whether they (and the older authoritics, such as Kimchiand Jonah Ibn Janach) 
support the readings guarantced by the careful study of the Massora., 

Dr. Baer’s next consern is with the accents. Then heattends to the divisions 
of the parashas, the differences between Ben Asher and Ben Naphtali, the 
Western and the Eastern schools of readings. Graetz, by the way, effectively 
used these variations in his emendations of the Bible (See ey. Graetz’s 
notes on The Interchange of the Particles,’ and TY, eiv, Monatssch rift, 1331.) 
Dr, Baci’s edition is further enriched by elaborate notes in which he justifies the 
text whieh he accents. No one cin now-a-days study the Bible, for textual or 
grammatical purposes, without the help of Baer’s masterly edition, which ts as 
clearly printed as it is lucidiy arranged. 


(treat, however, as is this work, De. Bicr has to lament that perhaps the 
most important of bis literary products ‘still remains unprinted. Some years 
ago, Dr. Baer completed an edition of the Massora which he placed in the 
hands of the famous Wilna Publishers, Rom Brothers, who designed to 
produce a new AYIA NIN, r. Baer’s Massora which was compiled on 
quite a diflerent system to that adopted by Dr. Ginsburg, was intended for 
this edition. But owing to the troubles in Russia and the expulsion or 
impoverishment of many of the chief book-buyers, the Roms have been unable 
to carry-out their plan. This is very regrettable. Iam certain that they would 
procure many subscribers in England and America if they were at the present 
juncture to repeat the prospectus which they issued, without gaining adequate 
response, some ten years ago, 

Dr. Baer, let me add has a school in Bieberich-am-Rhein. He is not a 
Rabbiner, but is, nevertheless, deeply respected in his town, He is over seventy.

In its highest and its best it has only-eommenced. We cannot deem ourselves 
suecessful builders until we are enabled to see that we have built up moral 
strength in manly character, until we know that all these dear children who give 
to our services the brightness of their presence are growing to be good men 
and women, loyal Jews and Jewesses, raising to our ejtorts what we should 
always consider the proudest of all possible monuments, We are Jewish fathers 
and mothers who k»..w and who feel the responsibility which Judaism_teaches 
is the inevitable acucuipaniment of God's mysterious gift of children, We know 
that. the old must pass away, and thatthe young will take their vacant places. 
that the sapling of to-day will grow to be the spreading tree ; and what can 
touch us more than this, the first indication so solemnly conveyed to us that as 
we sow so alone can we hope for the result that we wish inthe fature of our 
children. The ceremony of Barmitzvah hss not hitherto been so well. under- 
stood or so wisely administered as to have made it in all cases a truly elevating 
influence upon the character ofa child. It has sometimes been made a distinct 
influence for harm, weakening instead of strengthening religion. Its effect has 
sometimes been, instead of building up character, to undermine it and to help 
to destroy it. It has done this unspeakable mischief in every case where the 
mere mechanica! reading of a few words has done duty for intelligent religious 
exposition, It has worked harm in every case where the introduction of ach! d 
to ceremonial religion has been chaperoned by what has been permitted to be 
to hima parrot-like and meaningless performance. It has been, perhaps, at its 
very worst when it has been made the occasion of silly adulation and sickenipg 
flattery, all of which have dulled a boy’s finer senses instead of giving them 
bright awakening. We will not say here to our first Barmitzvah “you have 
done well,” we prefer to say “ you must do well.’ This ceremony is buta phase 
of the religious teaching he receives in our classes—the holy of holies of a 
synagogue—and we must do our best, with God's help, to assist to convert it into 
the hohest of influences upon his future and upon ours.

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ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION, 
MANCHESTER BRANCH.

On Sunday morning a meeting was held under the auspices of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association in the Derby Hall, Cheetham, for the purposes of forming 
a junior branch of that organisation in the city, There was a large attendance 
and the chair was taken by Mr. EK. M. Hewnrigves, J.P., President of the 
Branch. 

The CHatrMAN referred to the death of the late Lord Derby. He had 
ever shown his sympathy with the Jewish people in times of trouble and 
distress. When a wave of persecution spread over Russia, and their brethren 
were driven in shoals trom its shores, the late Lord Derby, in a letter to him 
expressed the deepest sympathy with those who were suffering, and sent a 
subscription to the fund, which was the largest, he believed, that any Christian 
had contributed.—(Applause.)—They might not expect any relief of their 
position in Russia until revolution had swept away the present dynasty. Their 
old enemy Roumania was again tothe front. The children of their brethren 
had been forbidden to attend the primary schools in that country, and Jews 
had been prevented from becoming citizens, even though they were born in the 
country. He was glad to say that it was intended to draw the attention of 
Parliament to the last-named form of persecution «s a breach of treaty 
rights, The educational part of the Association’s work continued prosperous. 
—(Applause.) 

Tne Cuter Raper moved the following resolution:—‘“ That the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, in co-operation with its Manchester branch, 
has rendered excellent service, and that this meeting considers it expedient to 
inaugurate a junior branch,’ He began by referring to the loss which the nation 
had sustained by the death of Lord Derby. There was no relief, he proceeded 
to say, there was even no temporary relief in the oppression of their brethren in 
Russia. ‘Tidings of further acts of inhumanity to them continually reached 
England. The last news as to the Jews along the Siberian frontier was that they 
had been driven to leave their homes there for the terribly inhospitable wintry 
towns in the interior. Yet they were faithful subjects to the Czar, It was a 
source of the bitterest grief and humiliation to them’ that such oppression 
should take place at the end of the 1th century, which vaunted itself upon its 
civilisation, its culture, and its humanity—with a capital H. They were doing 
all they could to relieve their oppressed brethren. One thing they did was to 
assist them to emigrate. When the warmer weather reached Russia there 
would be an emigration of Jews on a ‘large scale, some of 
them to America, and the greater part to the Argentine colonies 
which were associated with the name of Baron Hirsch. Turning to the edueca- 
tional side of the society's work, he said there was nothing which afforded more 
unfeigned delight than the excellence of the results which had been achieved 
by the Technical School.at Jerusalem. At last a new light seemed to be 
dawning on the Holy Gand, thinks to the introduction of railways. There was 
nothing that would better secure the expansion and prosperity of Palestine 
than those railways. The school at Smyrna did excellent work, and they had 
encouraging reports from the colonies to which he had referred. But while 
there was much that was bright, much that spoke of a happier future, they 
must admit unhappily that in any quarter of the the world, in any branch of 
labour, their Association could not yet rest on its laurels. The blood aceusa- 
tions: existed, and they were still allowed t» be perpetuated even in these 
enlightened days, Upon the falsehood of those accusations it was unnecessary 
for him to dwell. When tiney called to mind what had taken place in Germany, 
and above all, when ticy heard the blood accusations, not merely in smell 
countries like Greece, but in enlightened Bohemia, then, indeed, they must be 
forced to the cunglusion that much of their progress has been imaginary, and 
that unfortunately they had been drifting backwards, aye, eveninto the dark 
Middle Ages. It was considered expedient that a junior branch should be formed 
in order that the work done here might be solidified and extended by larger 
nunibers sharing it. 

Mr. G. C. MANDLEPRERG seconded the resolution, which was earried, and the 
meeting afterwards terminated. | | 


THE REV. F. L. COHEN ON NATIONAL MUSIC. 
: 

With Mr. F. D. Mocatta as Chairman, and before a large audience of the 

members of the Jewish Working Men’s Club, the Rev. Francis L, Cohen lectured 


at that institution last Sunday evening, on the subject of “N 


rational Music. 

Although this lecture was the first of its kind given before the club, it was 
listened to throughout with close attention and evident enjoyment, Mr, Cohen 
having enlivened the earnest directness of the major portion of his remarks by 
humorous sallies and anecdotes. He showed how music, most of all the arts, 
was shared in with fairly equal enjoyment by every class of society, and pointed 
out how national individuality influenced the style of melody, whether song or 
dance, affected by each people. Music was, quite as extensively as language, 
modified by the influence of racial origin, intercourse, climate, political ideals, 


social customs, and even by the food ofthe people. Mr. Cohen then showed how | 


‘National music is found in its most characteristic form amongst the peasantry of 
aland. He spoke with much scorn of the street songs of great cities, and suid 
that a certain class of English music-hall songs, the melodies of which were 
musically only twaddle, and the abjectly poor doggrel of which treated of some 
form or other of dissipation, could not be held to be national music, because the 
English were happily neither all buffoons nor all reprobates. National music 


had the qualities which ensure vitality, for they treated of the nobler sentiments | 


of the people, patriotic fervour, innocent affection, or wholesome mirth, Mr. 
ohen proceeded to demonstrate by means of illustrations, the beauties and 
characteristics of the songs and dances of several nations. L 
were some twenty in number. Mrs. F. L. Cohen was, as usual, at her husband's 
ectures, an-illustrative hostin herself. She sang with wonderful variety, ranging 
from the pathos of “Das. Zerbrochene NRinglein,” to the careless gutety of 
“Funiculi, funicula,” songs Swedish, Norwegian, Polish, Tyrolese, Syrian, Gree, 
Italian and German; and fairly carried away her aud ence by her rendcring ot 
the.Friday- night Jewish sausic, Mr, Dyved 
wis sang Welsh patriotic songs with fire and force, and his beautiful tenor 
voice lent full expression to tender English and Scottish ballads, Air. Beniakotl, 
a coreligionist, who is the possessor of a deep and rich bass voice, rendered 
Russian and French songs with the highest vocal art, The Misses Violet and 
lorence Cohen played with charming vivacity dances, Hangarian, Sp nish and 
talian, and concluded the illustrations with an admirably rendered pianoforte 
fantasia on British airs. Miss Zivye Cohen and Mrs. I’. L. Cohen were the able 
accompanists; 
proceedings closed with enthusiastic votes of thanks to Nev. . Ly, 
Cohen, the singers and players, and the esteemed Chairman, Mr, I, D, Mocatta, 
who testified from personal experience to the accuracy of the illustrations drawn 
from the music of foreign countries.

rHE HAMBRO SYNAGOGUE AND THE EAST END SCHEME, 


Lorp Roruscui.yp said : The subject on which I shall have the pleasure of 
addressing to youa few words is not novelso far as the members of the Council are 
concerned. I may say without fear of contradiction that there 1s a unanimous 
feeling in the Council that itis their imperative duty to provide synagogue 
accommodation where it is most wanted. If your attention has been called of 
late more to the West and the North than to the Kast, it is not from want of 
commiseration, if I may use the expression, or of good feeling for our coreli- 
gionists in the East End. The question of City Synagogues is surrounded atall 
times by considerable difficulty. To prop up old buildings when no longer 
needed in the locality or to put up new synagogues near the old sites would be 
an absurdity. It was not astonishing, therefore, that the Hambro 
Synagogue found it necessary to close its doors, for you must 
remember ‘that is is close proximity to two other Synagogues, 
When the Hambro Synagogue was closed, an undertaking was given 
that a new synagogue should be built at no great distance from the old 
one, and there was a desire on the part of the Council that it should be planted 
ina locality where it was most likely to do good to the community at large. 
This is not an easy question, and to obtain the right solution it is felt that there 
should be unanimity inthe Council itself. A grievous fault would be committed 
if a small majority should seek to force its views on a large minority. In 
connection with the new Hambro Synagogue it was proposed that there 
should be a minister's residence, a Beth Hamedrash, anda room which shouid 

always be open for prayer. Such a movement should be supported not by one 
section of the Jewish community only,.but by the whole body with unanimity 
and zeal. The Honorary Ollicers of the United Synagogue in conjunction with 
the Honorary Officers of the Hambro Synagogue and Mr. N.S. Joseph, have 
long been looking for a suitable site; and a fortnight ago Mr. Joseph came to 
me toinform me that he had the refusal of a site in Flower and Dean Street, 
Spitalfields, and asking me what should be done in the matter. I told him that 
nothing could be done without the Council, with whom it rested to decide whether

The Honorary 
Oificers of the United Synagogue are of opinion that the land is well adapted 
for the erection of the new Hambro Synagogue, and the Wardens of that syna- 
gogue also approve of it. The site is.also ample for carrying out the other 
require nents of a synagogue in the East of London, and the Honorary Officers 
recommend the Council tomake the purchase. The nature of the buildings to 
be erected on the piece of land must be reserved for future consideration, and 
must be governed by the means which may be at the disposal of the Council 
hereafter.” Having plased you in possession of this statement, I only wish to 
mike two remarks, We Jews are in an entirely different position from 
our Christian fellow citizens and neighbours, Anyone who wishes to develop 
land for building purposes is told: Give a free space for a churchor a dissenting 
chapel, and inhabitants will flock around, If we were to follow this example, 
instead of fixing on Flower and Dean Street, we should go further East where 
there are no Jews at present. But experience has taught that act as we may, do 
what we will, Jews will flock to districts where their friends live and where 
they cain find work. In framing our policy, therefore, we cannot do what 
many of us would wish, and what I myself desire, to build a svnagogue in tha 
far East, and remove the Jews from the congested districts. There is a large 
Jewish population in asmall centre, possessing, I will admit, admirable syna- 
gogues of their own, who are not in touch with the United Synagogus, and 
barely in touch with ministers as was formerly the case. LT am bound to Sy 
that there is a powerfal argument on the other side. Mr. Samuel Montagu has 
sent me a map showing the synagogues belonging to the Federation, There are 
a very large number of small synagogues and chevras almost in juxta- 
position to the site we propose, and it will be, therefore, a grave 
question for the Council to decide whether it would. be advisable 
build a Synagogue in Fiower and Dean.

It was true the Hambro Synagogue : had been pulled 
down, and that an engagement had been entered into by the Council to build g 
new synagogue. ‘The enga ement with the Hambro Synagogue was that the 
new synagogue should not be more than two miles distant from the old site, 
He was quite willing that this should be the case. But the proposed sit» would 
only meet the requirements of 41 out of the 89 seatholders of the Hambro 
Synagogue. Experience proved that big synagogues were a failure. Everyone 
must regret to notice the decline in the attendance at so _muny synagogues, 
But Jews did not suffer alone in this resp2ct. Tae sam? decline 
was to be noticed everywhere, and arose both among Jews and 
Christians from the growth of religious indifference and among Jews 
especially from the struggle for existence, In Waitechap:l] there 
was a tendency not to go to synagogue, The Jews there had to work very 
hard all the week, and their inclination was to remain in bed on Siturday, 
If a large synagogue were found to be only half or less than half filled, those who 
did attend would later on show a disinclination to continus their attendinss, 
What was really wanted was a body of curatesand mtssioniries t> revive reli- 
gious feeling. Whilst the Board of Guardians and the Ruasso-Jewish Committe; 
were doing all intheir power to locate the Jews in outlying districts, here 
was a proposal to retard that removal, He would remind th» Council that the 
prejudice against aliens was very great. Che debate in the House of Commons 
showed that the Jewish community was expected to prevent a congestion, Hs 
recently sent a postcard to residents in Whitechapel, and he was sorry to 
confess that the replies he had received proved the existencs of immense pre- 
judice in quarters where one would least expsct to findit. ‘hit prejudice and 
the danger to which it might lead would be increased were a synagogue erected 
in the congested district of Spitalfields. Lord Rothschild in his speech 
had spoken of the Federation. His lordship would perhans remember 
his promise that a large synagogue would not intefere with the 
synagogues of that body. He (Mr. Montagu) had in the course of 
conversation on different subject with the Presidents of the 
synagogues in Spital Square aud Princes Street, two of the largest in the Federa-

Thanks to Lord Rothschild, there now existed a good feeling to- 


wards the United Synagogue on the part of the Federation which was trying to 
forget the rebuffs it met with in the eariy stages of its existence, but he could 
not undertake to maintain these pacific lines if a big synagogue were planted in 
the midst of the minor synagogues. Was the financial ~~ favourable for 
spending £8,590 on the purchase of a site? With trade depressed and A1s- 
tralian failures seriously affecting Jews having business relations with the 
colony, with the Board of Guardians languishing, and with the Jews’ Free 
School, in aid of which the Federation intended making a collection, requiring 
money, was that the time to embark on a _ large scheme, involving 
an expenditure of £3)0))? Synagogues were required in Bow and 
in Poplar, in the latter district land had even been bought. Let the 
United Synagogue first help the Jews in those localities, and if afterwards 
it were found that synagogue accommodation was still needed in Whitechapel, 
then he would confess himself in the wrong and would help in building a large 
synagogue there. The only way to ensure the unanimous vote desired by Lord 
Rothschild was to follow the course provided in his amendment. 

Mr. Ast&R I. Myers rose to a point of order, and called attention to 
Clause 36 of the Standing Orders relating to Procedure, which required that 
‘ adequate notice’ must be given of any proposed expenditure. Although the 
Council was asked to vote the large sum of £8,500), no such notice had been 
given, 

Lord Roruscuiip said he would acknowledge at once that there could be 
no difference between authorising the purchase of land and the granting of 
money. He would admit that the proposal should have been set forth on the 
notice convening the meeting. He would, however, suggest that the question 
might be discussed that evening on its merits. 

— Mr. Davin Davis said that the question had not come newly before the 
Council, which had passed a resolution some time sgo that the grant 
of £4,500 from the Levin Bequest should be put aside for the Hainbro 
Synagogue, 

Mr, Maurice Harr said he believed that if the Honorary Officers had taxen 
it upon themselves to purchase the site, and had subsequently asked for a bill 
of indemnity, no objection would have been taken, But they had thought 1¢ 
more deferential not to proceed without the sanction of the Council. To cavil at 
“a point of order” was particularly ungracious. 

Lorp Roruscuitp: It is no use beatingabout the bush. I frankly adintt 
that the Hon. Officers ought to have inserted the amount on the Agenda. 

_ No objection being taken at this stage to the continuance of the debate, — 

Mr. A, RosENrELD. seconded the amendment of Mr. Montagu. He said that 
from the knowledge he had gained during the many years he hadinterested himself 
in the East End he was convinced that the proposed site was too far West for 
the interests of the United Synagogue itself. If anywhere, the synagogue should 
be built in the neighbourhood of Commercial Road, where there was 4 very 
large Jewish population requiring synagogue accommodation, Another objec: 
tion he had to the Scheme was that the Great Synagogue, in which he was 
greatly interested, would be seriously affected. Thanksto the generosity of the 
noble President, that synagogue had been able to keep its head above water; 
but if a synagogue were erected in Flower and Dean Street, which was within 
five minutes’ walk of the Great Synagogue, and in the very centre where the 
great majority of its members resided, that venerable place of worship would 
be closed in a few years, for the members would transfer their seats to a syna- 
g gue where they could have the same service at about one quarter the cost. 
The United Synagogue possessed considerable property adjoining the Great 
Synagogue ; let them utilise this property by doubling the size of that synagogue. 

Mr, Noan Dayis said that the Council was discussing the result of the 
resolutions directing the Honorary Officers to find a site for the re-erection of 

the Hambro Synagogue. Would the Council refuse its sanction toa site which 
had been approved by the representatives of that synagogue ? The observations 
that had been made during the debate with reference t» the distance of the 
new from the old Hambro Synagogue were susceptible of a different interpret?

The Beth Hamedrash site would 
give another £5,000, The new buildings would not cost less than £30,0J0U so 
that it would be necessary to raise £10,000, 

Mr. H. Bentrwircu calledattention to Standing Order 38, and contended 
that according to its terms it would be illegal to discuss the money question, 
In addition to this objection, there were several members of the Council absent, 
as the agenda paper gave them no idea of the nature of the statement which 
was submitted to the meeting. 

Lorp RoruscHI_p said he imagined that the rules had been framed not to 
restrain the Honorary Officers, but individual members of the Council. He 
however, would not strain a point in favour of the Honorary Officers, and if 
there were a general feeling among the Council that the question should be 
adjourned, he would prefer that this course should be adopted. 

Mr, A. FRANKLIN moved the adjournment of the debate. 

Mr. Maurice Hart, having through the indulgence of the meeting been 
permitted to speak on the general question, said he tound it difficult to follow 
the tangled web of sophistry put before the meeting byMr.Montagu. Unfortunately 
the original East End scheme was opened to outside discussion and was post poned 
at a moment which was considered inopportune for reasons that did not exist at 


present. Mr. Montagu and other speakers had argued as though there were an.

It 
might be said that the matter did not press, but if Mr. Montagu’s opposition 
had not succeeded three years ago, at least one third of the purchase-money 
might have been saved, and he did not know how much more they might not 
have to pay through Mr. Montagu’s present opposition if there were a further 
postponement, Mr. Montagu’s interests were not the interests of the United 
Synagogue, (Uproar), 

Mr. 8S. Monracu: I demand the withdrawai of those words. I deny the 
statement. It is an absolute falsehood.—(Cries of “ Withdraw !’’) 

Mr. Noau Davis urged that Mr. Hart could not withdraw unless Mr, 
Montagu withdrew his accusation of falsehood. 

In response to the appeal of the President, both Mr. Montagu and Mr 
Hart withdrew their remarks, 

Mr, Hart, continuing his speech, said he could positively affirm that the 
question of the Federation did not at all enter into the minds of the Honorary 
Uflicers, The United Synagogue had a mission to perform, It was not repre- 
sented among the large mass of the Jews in the East End, and the Council 
would be stultifying itself were it to be diverted from its duty to this mass of 


Jews. Heappealed to the Council to come to the intellectual and religious: 


rescue of the many thousands of Jews in the East End, who clung to each 
other in their hours of adversity, pouring consolation into each 
other’s bosoms, and lightening each other’s grief. ‘his mass must be brought 
under the influence of the United Synagogue, and one great factor in 
achieving this object was the planting in their midst of such religious and 
educational institutions as were provided for in the scheme prepared by the 
Honorary Officers. 

The meeting then divided, with the result that the adjournment was carried, 
At this stage Lord Rothschild left the meeting, and the chair was taken by Mr.

GREAT SYNAGOGUE, 

Mr. CHarLes SaMver up a report of the Building Committee 
on a request from the Board of Management of the Great Synagogue for 
permission to alter the levels of the galleries at the Great Synagogu>, to remove 
the brass gratings, and to replace the latter with plain new iron railings, at an 
expenditure not exceeding £100, to be defrayed from the Surplus Account of the 
Great Synagogue. It is alleged that persons seated in the galleries cannot see 
into the body of the Synagogue, owing to the position in which the seats are 
placed and in consequence of the construction of the existing gratings, and it has 
been represented to the Building Committee that in consequence a small number 
of gallery seats only is let. It is believed by the authorities of the Great Syna- 
gogue, that when the proposed alterations are effected, a larger number of gallery 
seats will be rented. The Building Committee recommended the Council to 
resolve :—“ That the Council consent to the application of the Great Synagogue 
for permission to alter the levels of the galleries at the Great Synagogue, as 
shown in the plan submitted to the Building Committee, if such alteration is 
found to be practicable, but that, in the opinion of the Council, the present 
gallery gratings should be retained, or, failing this, a new railing should be 
erected more in character with the architecture of the building than the plain 
railing shown in the sketch submitted to the Building Committee, and that the 
entire cost of the work, estimated by the Local Board of Management to be 
£100, be defrayed from the Surplus Account of the Great Synagogue.” 

A letter from Mr, Zimmer protesting against the removal of the grilles was 
taken as read. 

Mr. Ci arRLes SaMvet said that, speaking not as Chairman of the Building 
Committee but as a member of the Council, he was aware some members of the 
CGrreat Synagogue held peculiar views and if they thought that the ladies ought 
not to be too prominent, their ideas should be respected. 

Mr. A, FRANKLIN, Mr. Maurice Harr, and Mr, S. Oppenuerm 
objected to the removal of the railings which were an ornament to the Synagogue. 

Ir. H. BENtwircu opposed the recommendation on the ground that on so 
important a matter as material structural alterations the members should have 
been consulted. He accordingly moved, and Mr. LEopo_p FARMER seconded, 
the adjournment of the debate, in order that an opportunity might be given to 
the members of the Great Synagogue to express their opinions on the proposed 
alterations. | 

Mr, A. RosENrELD said that the dissatisfaction as regards the railings had 
existed for years, There were 74 ladies’ seats unlet ; and this number would be 
increased if thefgratings, which were an eyesore to the ladies, were not removed. 
‘The matter had been brought to the notice of the last general meeting of the 
seatholders and not a single protest had been received against the proposed 
change ; which was pressed for by ladies counted as the most religious, among 
them being Mrs. Adler, Mrs. Spiers and Mrs. Hast. 

Mr. R. Lazarus and Mr, 8. Moses continued the discussion in opposition to 
the motion. 

Mr. BENTWirci’s amendment for the adjournment was carried. 

On Mr, OrrENHEIM rising to propose a resolution standing in his name in 
favour of ageneral distribution of balance sheets of the United Synagogue, the 
meeting was “counted out.”

attacked for signing a memorial, which was also signed by the Lord Chief 
Justice and by many leading Churchmen and Nonconformists, the object of 
which was to ask the London School Board not to assent to a motion to upset the 
compromise arrived at in 1871 with regard to the religious instruction given in 
Board Schools. The assertion had been made that the London 
Shool Board had established denominational schools for the use of the Jews, 
where Hebrew and the Jewish religion were taught according to a syllabus and 
code formulated by the Chief Ribbi. That statement rested upon an entire mis.

conception. The Jewish schools were supported entirely by the voluntary con- 


tributions of the members of the Jewish community, though certainly many 
Christians in a spirit of philanthropy helped in their maintenance, and they were 
also supplemented by the grants of the Education Department. The London 
School Board had shown every possible kindness to them, and had enabled them 
after the hours of secular instruction to give the Jewish pupils in the Board 
schools religious instruction, but of course all the expenses connected with that 
instruction were defrayed by the London Association for the Diffusion of Jewish 
Knowledge, and were paid exclusively out of their own funds. His only reason 
for appending his signature to the memorial was a desire to see the compromise 
of 1871 maintained. Certainly nothing was further from his mind than to do 
anything that might promote Atheism or Secularism, representing, as he did, the 
Jewish nation, to whoin the command of religions instruction was first given.— 
(Applause). The Chief Rabbi concluded with a reference to the splendid work 
of Dr. Salomon and the Rev. L. M. Simmons in upholding the banner of the creat 
and @lorious literature of their race. 

‘Phe Rev. L. M. Vice-President, acknowledged the toast. “ Snecess 
to the various congregations” was proposed by Mr. H. L. Rothband and acknow- 
ledeed by Mr. Gershon, President of the Manchester Hebrew Cougreg ation,
